six billion, will be the first step of 
actual participation in the war un­ 
der the plans suggested to congress 
by the president, it was learned to­ 
day.

dicted the credits 
would 
be made 
available immediately. 
It is now settled that a large part 
of the $3,500,000,000 already ask­ 
ed for by the administration will be 
raised by

is to be extended

selling bonds and taking

Probability that the federal trade

with Peitz, when he saw the ranking 
of the judges, saw the mistake at 
once and the Wayne county repre- 
sentative was declared the winner;

ing either side of the question. All 
took the affirmative except the Hen- 
ry 
county representative. 
Each 


speaker was allowed eight minutes 
on the principal speech and .three 
minutes rebuttal. 


Briggs' of Shelbyville, 
the ,first 


speaker, made three, points in' favor 
of the adoption .of a compulsory mil- 
itary system as follows: first,, that 
the TSnited States is defying its o^vn 
constitution by not adopting -.com- 
pulsory military 
training; 
second, 


the. United States should adopt .such 
a -system 
because it would . give 


greater protection at less expense; 
third, compulsory 
military training 


has always paid and will pay., He 
said that the private soldier in the 
United States: cost five times as 
much ns ithe Swiss private and that 
Jan. army 'of,sixteen 
million men 


could be raised under a system simi- 
lar to the Swiss plan. 


Epstein of Newcastle attempted 


to show tha^t the Strips plan wa<s 
not. adaptable, to , the needs of^- the 
United States." His chief point, was 
that' the Swiss . train" a soldier in 
three months, whereas that was. not 
long enough time to.train a soldier 
in this country. He pointed out that 
Switzerland needed compulsoiy mil- 
itary training because she is small 
and is surrounded by the most pow- 
erful nations of Pnrope. He 
de- 


clared the same need did not exist 
here/. He asserted 
army 
officials 


had approv£d a plan for a regular 
army of 500.000 men and 500,000 
reserves. 


Miss Smith of Carthage pointed" to 


the .many advantages of the Swiss 
system and how It could be adapted 
to use in the United States. She'de- 
clared ihat'it'trains men for defense

The main point advanced by Pekz 


of Richmond

He said this was the difference be- 
tween the Swiss and German sys- 
tems.
